In passing

In these boats, travellers are regaled 
by viewing alternately the richest pro­ 
ductions of cultivated earth,and the rud- 
dest display of forest, hills, morasses 
ami swamps ; which together with the 
rapidity and ease of tkeir passage, 
makes the whole a dclightiul airetch 
of sceoeryi highly interesting to ail who 
have never before witnessed any thing 
of the kind. 


The Canal from Montezuma to Ro­ 
chester, on the Ucneset Rivert is un­ 
derstood to be in great forwardness; that 
from Utica to the Little Fsllsi on the

Capt Bcnrd.ofihe brig Amaxon, who 
arrived here yesterday, in 3s days from 
St. Salvador, has brought papers detail­ 
ing the discovery of a plot at Rio Ja* 
neitoby the Governor, to overthrow the 
reigning government, and declare inde­ 
pendence 
He had ao far proceeded as 
toitopriaon the King*» aon, who had 
been left there by the Royal Family—» 
The Governor was arrested by the Roy- 
alista, and shipped off to Europe ¡ the 
Packet he waa on board of an ived off bt. 
Salvador the day the Amazon sailed — 
The people at St. Salvador wcro so exaa- 
pate ed at him, that they talked of bring­ 
ing him on ahora there • and beheading 
him in the public square. 


Tho following is a translation for the 
Baltimvii e Americao, from the 
Aurora 
of Biaxil«'* published at Bahia, June 22d. 


** We have received very authentic in­ 
te lligenct relative to the hellish attempta 
of the Count Dos Arcos, who has fallen 
suddenly from the bight. of his proud 
elevation. 
This Count had for some 
time shewn himself the enemy of the 
Constitution, with a view of gaining 
favor with the Prince Royal. 
Uy the 
revolution of 86th February, Thomas 
Antonio fell, and the king having sworn 
to the Constitution» retired to Lisbon — 
This Count was appointed ¡ pripio mini­ 
ster in apite of the wishes of the peo­ 
ple. who did not like him. As soon as 
ho saw the king out of the harbor with 
all those who were ogainst him, he be­ 
gan to betray the country and the Prince 
by his intrigues. 
He sought some par- 
tizans, and in conjunction with them he 
tried to sepárete the Brazils from Portu- 
galf and to establish a government of his 
own 
He corrupted some of the ofRcers 
belonging to the battalion of Chasseurs ; 
he took those of whom he was certain - 
sent away the othera to Lisbon, and by 
this comnaitted the crime of high trea­ 
son, seeking to gain the Electors and 
the people who were in the Commercial 
iquare and at the place callcd Madruga­ 
da de Pascoa. He came there to de­ 
clare himaclf chicfi (as a second Nero) 
and to take the reins ol the government 
into his own hands. 


Af^ier this infernal tragedy the Count 
was full of joy, as Nero at the sight of 
the burning of Rome ; and though It 
became necessary to dispatch some 
friends, as for example a celebrated 
bastard of the Count of Sargeda Targine 
th t possessor of a gi'tat revenue and in­ 
nocent of every thing which calumny 
had re|K>rted against him—.it is believed, 
with some foundation, that he had kept 
a correspondence with Pernambuco, and 
that he wanted to gain time to attack 
Bahia, by forming his despotisif upon 
' its deiiuciioo ind ruio. 


T h t good pe«p1e of Rio. Iiovtm 
waited for iko moment to stop hisQy|.' 
oticactiooa. The battlion, athsnied^ 
tht bloody action in wbich ^ he hitj ¿ 
volved them, hoped that'tom t favon^i. 
tvent would give them an occasion , 
aave ibe prisonersi which the Ceunt iHi 
tended to sacrifico« and to proclaim b ^ 
in hia true colora. 


All this was realised on the sth ,( 
lone. The Piinct knew the opiuicn of 
the troops and of ihe people. 
' 
priaonera were set at liberty whh mu u 
joy, and the Count disgracefully dia«B 
peared. 


The Count Doe Arcos on atrlvin» 
hero had the impudence to demanü ntu 
mission lo land for tht put pose cf cm' 
bracing hia friends. 
His Excellcnr.' 
the Governor informed him that ha 
would run the risk of being insuhedbv 
the people, and ordered the vessel to 
sail. 
He passed the night on bosrtl 
waiting for high water. Many peopj, 
went to a place where they thought ho 
would ¡and, for the purpose ol puttine 
him to death to avenge themselves. 


The portrait of the Count which wai 
in the room of tht Commtrcial place 
was torn down with indignsiion as suoq 
as his projects w trt known—a peopi« 
inflamed with the aacred cause of crn. 
siitutionsl liberty, could not see without 
indignation the efllgy of an ungruteful 
perton who had meditated the ruin of« 
city which had bestowed upon him •« 
many honors and dignities.
